Army Officers Are Slain When They 


Are 


Forced to Land in Desert While on a 
Reconnoitering Flight.

tABAT, Morocco, April 8 —Capt. 
Hefve, a French military aviator and a 
lieutenant he was carrying as a passen- 
ger, were hacked to death today by in- 
surgent Moors, after they had escaped 
uninjured from an aeroplane accident in 
the desert.

Senator Says Federal Appoint- 
ments in Missouri Are Wail- 
ing on Stone’s Recovery.

Municipal elections in St. Louis Coun- 
ty Tuesday brought out only a light 
vote.

Dispatches from Quincy say that the 
fight on local option there involved the 
churches and that several congregations 
in the southern portion of the city sepa- 
j rated themselves from the Federation of 
Protestant Churches which had taken 
up the contest against liquor and that 
the Salem Evangelical Church went on 
record as being squarely opposed to local 
option. The question of personal liberty 
was a factor which swayed many wom- 
en to the side of the wets. 

Several reasons are being advanced 
for the way the women voted in Sprinz- 
field, but the one generally accepted 
in political circles is that the women 
voters, many of whom are property 
owners, were influenced by the argu- 
ment of the wets that the closing 
of the saloons would increase taxes 
because of the loss of license fees: 
that prohibition wculd result in the 
vacating of many buildings, throw 
many persons out of employment and 
discourage the holding of conventions 
here. 

The wets in their campaign de- 
clared that business, generally, would 
be injured by the closing of saloons. 


Lebanon Votes Dry, but Township 
Remains Wet. 

Lebanon, Ill., the home of McKendree 
College, voted dry by a majority of 4 
Tuesday, but will remain’ wet because 
Summerfield, in the same _ township, 
voted wet by 71, making the wet major- 
ity for the township 67.

‘When will Tor- 
reon fall? a newspaper correspondent 
asked Villa at headquarters the day aft- 
er the failure of a night assault from 
which success had been expected. ‘I 
don’t know,’ he said simply. ‘All I know 
is that the town is going to be taken be- 
fore we quit.’ 

“The sieges of Gomez Palacio and Tor- 
reon had their ‘bloody angles.’ Shat- 
tered remnants of almost annihilate: 
companies reeled back from ‘La Pila,’ 
the fortified hill protecting Gomez Pa- 
lacio, and similar catastrophes, punc- 
tuated with evidence of high courage, 
marked the taking of Santa Rosa and 
Salabazas Hills, forming the western 
wall of Torreon. The rebels gained po- 
sitions, but they paid the price. 

Losses Attest Their Courage. 

“At other points along the line, tlie 
dead, scattered over the open plain, at- 
tested that there, too, the Federal fire 
had been concentrated and deadly.

RADIUM FOUND ON 
A MISSOURI FARM, 
PYSICIAN SAYS 


Dr. L. M. Ottofy Exhibits Speci- 
mens of Ore at Meeting of Med- 
ical Research Society. 


At a meeting of the St. Louis Society 
for Medical Research, held at the Mar- 
quette Hotel Tuesday. night, Dr. L. M. 
Ottofy of 5228 Vernon avenue, exhibited 
specimens which he declared to be ra- 
dium, which he said he had obtained in 
Missouri, and with which, he said, he 
had cured a case of cancer. 

He showed the soil and the ore, known 
as carnotite, from which he got the sub- 
stance, and said he ,~Ahad discovered a 
tract of radium-bearing land in Missouri 
and had personally purchased the land. 
He would not say in what county, or 
even in what part of the State, this land 
was. Later, he said, he would make this 
known. It is his hope that a laboratory 
may be established in St. Louis for the 
extraction of radium from the ore. 
Scientific authorities have differed, in 
the last few months, on the question 
whether radium existed in Missouri. Dr. 
Ottofy told the 35 physicians at the meet- 
ing that he had no doubt as to the char- 
acter of the substance, and that he had 
successfully used it in treating cancer. 
He repeated this declaration Wednes- 
day to a Post-Dispatch reporter. He 
said he took with him to the medical 
meeting a man whom he had been treat- 
ing for cancer of the tongue. The other 
physicians inspected the man’s tongue, 
he said, and agreed with him that the 
man was cured. 

He said he considered the radium thus

1 WILL BIDE MY _ TIME’ 


He Explains Document in Agidir 
Affair in Describing Unre- 
lenting War by Figaro. 


PARIS, April 8.—Details of the unre- 
lenting campaign which he said had 
been waged against him by Gaston 
Calmette, editor of the Figaro, who 
was shot to death in his office by 
Mme. Caillaux, were presented in a 
hearing in the case yesterday by Jo- 
seph Caillaux, former Minister of 
finance of France, who testified before 
the investigating magistrate, Henri 
Boucard. He cited witnesses to prove 
his statements in many instances and 
said that other corroborative evidence 
would be furnished. 

Caillaux declared that Calmette, whose 
death he deplored, could have had no 
personal animosity against him. He had 
received many offers to start a cam- 
paign of retaliation against Calmette 
and various documents had been tend- 
ered him for that purpose but always he 
refused, saying: ‘I do not fight with 
such weapons.” 

Explains State Document. 

He further declared that Calmette, in 
the Prieu affair, in which the ex-Min- 
ister was charged with extortion, had 
sought to buy false evidence. This he 
promised to prove by witnesses who 
would also show where the money came 
from. 

M. Caillaux explained at great length 
the political document which he assert- 
ed the editor of the Figaro would have 
published despite grave international] 
complications likely to follow, éxcept for 
energetic intervention from the highest 
quarters. 

He said that the publication of this 
document would have done him no 
harm personally, and that, when a fa- 
vorable moment came, he would pub- 
lish a book yecounting the full history 
of the Agadir affair, when it would be 
seen that he acted not only with the 
truest patriotism but with great po- 
litical foresight. 

“But I will bide my time,” he added, 
“suffering in silence and accepting un- 
answered the calumnies of my adver- 
saries. It is a sacrifice that I willing- 
ly make for the good of my country.’”’ 

His Wife Was Desperate. 

He then told of events immediately 
preceding the tragedy, which occurred 
March 16. He received an anonymous 
letter on March 14, and was also per- 
sonally warned by Pierre Mortier, ed- 
itor of Gil Blas, and Pascal Ceccaldl, a 
radical Socialist Deputy, that two other 
private letters of his were to be pub- 
lished. 

He described graphically the state of 
desperation to which his wife was driv- 
en by the expectation of the appearance 
of these letters, which deeply wounded 
her dignity as a wife and mother. 

Caillaux recounted his acts on the 
day of the tragedy, but brought out no 
new details. 


‘GEN.’ DRUMMOND FIGHTS 
POLICE ATTACKS JUDGE 


Suffragette Becomes So Violent 
in Court Her Hatpins Are. 
Taken From Her. 
LONDON, April -8.—‘“General’’ Mrs. 
Flora Drummond became violent in 
police court today when sentenced to 
pay a $10 fine or go to prison two 
months, for creating a disturbance in 
Hyde Park during the Unionist rally on 

Saturday. 

Three policemen pinioned her and re- 
moved her hatpins. The ‘General’ de- 
clared she would never pay the fine. 
She was, forcibly removed to a Cell. 

In court she kept up a fierce struggle 
with the police and warders and 
shrieked denunciations of everyone pres- 
ent. Even a sister militatnt suffragette 
was the victim of a verbal attack be- 
cause she did not storm the prisoner's 
inclosure and rescue the “General.” 

Seizing a policeman’s whistle, Mrs. 
Drummond flung it at the Magistrate's 
head, but he dodged. Mrs. Drummond 
then sprang from the inci .sure, but was 


seized and carried back, shouting and 
struggling. 

When she became calmer, she was 
released, as someone had paid her fine.

The Sunday Post- -Dispateb “has over ONE-HALF MILLION 
more reacers than any other news"eper west of the issip 


Shot Attracts’ Searchers Near 
Eureka and Body of Suspect

A shot in the woods, heard by a posse 


of men searching Tuesday night for the 
slayer of A. J. Skyles, a woodsman, 
who was found dead in his cabin. five 
miles south of Eureka, Mo., Tuesday 
morning, brought the searchers upon 
the body of Patrick McCabe, another 
woodsman, with his skull shattered 
and a shot gun at his side, half a mile 
from the Skyles cabin. 

Skyles and McCabe had been com- 
rades during the winter and lived in 
the Skyles cabin. They chopped cross- 
ties and worked for farmers in the vi- 
cinity until a month ago, when _they 
separated, McCabe building a cabin for 
himself not far distant. 

The searchers’ suspicions were 
aroused .shortly after the finding of 
Skyles’ body when they were unable to 
locaté McCabe. They had been looking 
for him 12 hours when the shot was 
beard. 

Skyles was killed aw a shotgun wound 
in the head.. No weapon was found 
rear him. The same size shot killed 
both Skyles and McCabe, and it is be- 
lieved McCabe killed his former com- 
rade, then ended his own life when he 
knew he was being hunted. 

No motive for the. killing and suicide 
has been establistied. 

Farmers in the neighborhood believe 
McCabe has a wife and son living, but 
do not know where they are. They say 
he has a brother living in Dallas, Tex. 
He was about 50 years old. 

The bodies of both men were left un- 
der guard where they were found, pend- 
ing the arrival of Coroner F. 8. Luckey 
and Sheriff Harry Dahl of Hillsboro, 
the county seat of Jefferson County.

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JUDGE PRIEST’S THREAT. 

Judge Priest’s enumeration of attempts to de- 
fraud the United Railways by fake damage suits 
as an objection to universal transfers without spe- 
cial legal protection against petty frauds is child- 
ish. It is beside the point. 

The United Railways Co. has as much protection 
against fake and fraud as any citizen or corpora- 
tion. It has the benefit of civil and criminal laws. 
It is not entitled to more. It has an able staff of 
lawyers employed for the sole purpose of defend- 
ing it and resorting to every device of shrewd 
practice, not only to protect it from fraud, but to 
beat honest victims and to enable it to evade its 
just obligations. 

We refrain from enumerating the efforts of the 
United Railways to escape just damage suits and 
to evade its legal obligations. 

We refrain from citing instances in which this 
poor, persecuted corporation has resorted to out- 
rageous tactics to cheat its victims and take ad- 
vantage of the public. We do not even recount 
the history of the St. Louis Transit Co. fake, nor 
the triplicate agreement which was begotten in 
iniquity and conceived in crime. The attempted 
‘evasion of the universal transfer obligation is an 
example. 

Having rich franchises obtained by bribery and 
fraud; having loaded its properties with millions 
of fake securities which it is trying to turn into 
money through public oppression; having resorted 
to every legal device known to experts in law- 
breaking to escape its obligations it comes whin- 
ing for special laws to protect it from possible 
and largely imaginary petty frauds. It wants its 
employes armed with the special privilege of 
ennoying and humiliating users of transfers by 
arresting them on suspicion. The transfer tricks 
suggested by Judge Priest can easily be guarded 
against in the issue of transfers.

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THE REJECTION OF MR. HOBSON. 

In the returns from Alabama, the defeat of 
Richmond Pearson Hobson is more to be empha- 
sized than the success of Oscar W. Underwood. 
The result of the primary would still be a cause 
for satisfaction even though the victor were a 
less able, efficient and experienced public man 
than the Democratic House leader. 

Mr. Hobson’s political career, for which he is 
entirely unfitted and in which he has suffered 
a steady diminution in prestige and influence, 
gave to American biography one of its most sad- 
dening anticlimaxes.

It is not in our mind to rebuke the follies of 
fashion. The Prophet Isaiah left little to be said 
when he remonstrated with the Daughters of Zion 
on their entire apparel, from bonnets and mufflers 
to girdles, cauls, wimples, stomachers, rent’ 
skirts, ‘and round tires like the moon.” With our 
optimistic view that nothing is so bad but that 
it is an improvement on what it used to be, we 
find the new 1914 bustle an improvement over the 
demi-terme worn under the French Directory, and 
the “poufs’’ of 40 years ago, and even over the 
old bustle “like Mother used to make.” Indeed, 
when we contrast the new and delicate Parisian 
model with the 10-centimeter bustle they wear in 
Melanesia, the sarong of the Barito Valley women, 
and the 50 pounds of iron worn by the lady natives 
of the Dinka, in Africa, to say nothing of the 
weird contrivances described by. Isaiah, we must 
feel proud of the sartorial advance achieved by civ- 
ilization over savagery—even though the advance 


is in circles. 
The women whose mincing gait, narrow skirts 


and bustles were described in the third chapter of 
Isaiah, the Venetian ladies of the fifteenth century 
whose heels were so high that they had to have a 
maid on either side to support them, the women 
Livingstone described in Balonda, and the Parisi- 
ennes of this moment are interesting in their in- 
dividual styles and delightful collectively. 

Prof. Sumner declares that “‘those ‘good old 

times’ of simplicity and common sense im dress 
must be sought in the time anterior to waistband 
and apron”—forgetting that the times have always 
been posterior to these, since Mother Eve was the 
originator of both. And we suspect it was she 
who likewise invented the bustle, which must 
have had its peculiar advantages in a garden 
where the benches were rustic. 
It is a modified bustle which now modestly as- 
serts itself, one made of filmy, fluffy stuff, with- 
out the Stop, Look and Listen sensationalism of 
its metallic forerunner. But it is destined to 
grow. 
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WHAT SEATTLE LEARNED. 
The lesson learned by Séattle, as narrated in 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch, should be of value to 
St. Louis and ali other cities whére similar con- 
ditions may arise. It emphasizes the value of 
moderation and common sense in politics. 
Mayor Gill was recalled because the women and 
radical reformers assumed that he favored “an 
open town.” He was charged with being the 
champion of the red light and gambling element.
